To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1962. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  stands  at 
15,600,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  230,  an  increase 
of  17  on  the  1961  registrations.  Deaths  during  the  year  numbered 
245  (120  males  and  125  females)  and  this  is  an  increase  of  2 on  the 
1961’s  figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the 
heart  numbered  3,  vascular  lesions  caused  53  deaths  and  cancer 
at  all  sites  caused  31  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  numbered  8,  7 were  males  and  1 female.  This  is  a decrease 
of  1 on  last  years  figures. 

The  overall  picture  regarding  notifications  of  infectious  diseases 
was  somewhat  brighter  than  for  the  previous  year.  A total  of  35 
notifications  were  received  (as  against  193  notifications  received 
during  1961)  made  up  as  follows — Pneumonia  notifications  num- 
bered 9,  Scarlet  Fever  7,  Erysipelas  1,  Measles  4,  Food  Poisoning  2, 
Dysentry  10,  Tuberculosis  Pulmonary  2. 

The  Minister  of  Health  speaking  to  the  Royal  Society  of  Health 
in  July  about  immunisations  against  Smallpox,  Poliomyelitis, 
Diptheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  commented  that  when 
there  is  a local  outbreak  of  any  of  these  diseases  we  see  reports  and 
pictures  in  the  paper  of  queues  of  people  forming  up  in  a panic  to 
get  themselves  or  their  children  protected.  He  stated  “ that  these 
queues  are  the  evidence  of  responsibilities  neglected.  They  are 
unfair  to  Doctors,  unfair  to  Health  authorities,  unfair  to  those 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  vaccine  and  unfair  above  all,  to  the 
victims  for  whom  it  is  already  too  late  when  the  queue  starts  to 
form.” 

In  January,  the  Minister  of  Health  introduced  a 10  year  plan 
for  Hospitals  in  England  and  Wales  and  asked  Local  Health  au- 
thorities to  review  their  Health  and  Welfare  services  and  draw  up  a 
plan  for  the  next  10  years.  The  intention  is  that  the  plan  shall  be 
reviewed  annually  and  on  each  occassion  carried  forward  one  year 
so  that  it  will  always  cover  the  decade  ahead.  The  Derbyshire 
County  Council  after  consulatation  with  local  authorities  and  other 
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interested  bodies  have  drawn  up  a programme  of  capital  expenditure 
and  providing  a great  expansion  of  care  in  the  Community  including 
increases  in  the  establishment  for  medical,  dental  nursing,  and 
chiropody  staffs  as  well  as  the  Home  Help  Service. 

I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  and  not  least  to  Mr.  Richley  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  the  members  of  his  staff.

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Tuberculosis. 

During  1962  2 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  both  being 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  were  2 deaths  from  this  disease 
during  1962. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council 
Scheme  on  the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to 
children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar 
School  and  a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year,  and  children  receiving  skin  tests  were  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary  on  subsequent  inspection. 


Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding 
Diphtheria  Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this 
district.

Poliomyelitis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

I am  most  happy  to  report,  once  again,  that  the  district  re- 
mained free  from  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  331  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  in 
England  and  Wales,  the  lowest  number  for  many  years.  This  is 
probably  due  to  a great  extent  to  the  immunisation  campaign 
which  occurred  in  1956.  This  year  the  oral  Salin  Vaccine  supple- 
mented the  Salk  vaccine  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  absence  of 
injections  and  needles  make  vaccination  much  more  readily  ac- 
ceptable. Again  there  were  no  cases  in  the  urban  district,  but  free- 
dom from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue  to 
bring  their  children  for  immunisation. 
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Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are 
given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has 
elapsed. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 

conditions,  and 

( b ) are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year. 

SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  16  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted 
to  the  Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number,  1 
was  office  staff  and  15  were  manual  workers. 

CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  at  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  31.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  8. 

BRONCHITIS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis  have  been  increasing 
over  the  past  few  years.  What  exactly  is  this  complaint  that  causes 
the  deaths  of  over  30,000  people  each  year  and  causes  suffering  to 
over  2 million  people  in  this  country  in  each  year  ? Bronchitis  is 
the  name  given  to  the  condition  of  inflammation  of  the  two  branches 
of  the  windpipe  before  they  enter  the  lungs.  The  causes  of  this 
condition  are  not  yet  fully  understood.  The  disease  usually  starts 
with  a morning  cough  and  over  the  years  gradually  makes  slow 
persistant  progress  and  may  spread  to  the  air  cells  of  the  lungs. 
Later  still  the  patient  suffers  from  shortness  of  breath  and  “ Wheezy- 
ness  ” and  this  sometimes  results  in  extra  strain  being  placed  on  the 
heart. 
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Bronchitis  is  sometimes  known  as  “ The  English  Disease  ” 
because  it  is  far  commoner  here  than  in  America  or  in  European 
countries  and  it  has  been  calculated  that  over  26  million  working 
days  are  lost  each  year  through  it.  Men  usually  suffer  more  than 
women. 

The  smoking  of  cigarettes  and  the  resultant  inevitable  irritation 
of  the  bronchial  tubes  is  possibly  the  greatest  cause  of  bronchitis. 
Those  people  who  do  smoke — who  have  coughs,  should  be  persuaded 
to  give  up  smoking  as  not  only  does  this  habit  harm  the  bronchial 
passages  but  also  is  believed  to  affect  the  lungs  and  the  heart. 
Older  people  should  set  an  example  to  younger  people  in  this 
connection. 

Fog  is  also  known  to  aggravate  bronchitis,  in  fact  most  forms 
of  pollution  of  the  air  we  breath  have  the  same  effect.  People  who 
have  to  work  in  smoky  or  dusty  atmospheres  need  special  help  if 
they  are  chest  sufferers. 


A graph  has  been  kept  in  the  Health  Department  since  recording 
of  atmospheric  pollution  was  started.  This  shows  that  seasonal 
increases  in  atmospheric  pollution  are  closely  related  to  the  number 
of  deaths  from  bronchitis  and  other  respiratory  diseases  in  the  area. 

The  habit  of  people  in  this  country  which  aggravates  chest 
troubles  is  that  of  spending  the  evening  in  a warm  sitting  room  per- 
haps in  front  of  the  fire  and  on  retiring  to  bed  go  into  very  cold 
bedrooms  with  little  or  no  effective  heating.  This  quick  change 
from  hot  air  to  cold  irritates  the  bronchial  tubes  and  can  result 
in  bronchitis. 


The  answer  to  the  problem  is  education.  Education  of  persons 
with  chest  trouble,  out  of  the  cigarette  habit,  education  of  all 
persons  into  the  habit  of  heating  bedrooms,  education  of  chest 
sufferers  to  try,  if  possible,  to  live  on  one  floor  and  not  have  to  under- 
go the  exertion  of  climbing  stairs. 


Apart  from  scientific  investigations  into  the  disease,  actual 
treatment  of  patients  is  a matter  for  the  private  doctors  and  the 
hospitals  and  special  units  could  be  provided  in  hospitals  for  bron- 
chitis patients.  The  provision  of  dry,  warm  housing  accommoda- 
tion is  a matter  for  the  building  trade  and  for  the  local  authorities. 
With  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned,  much  of  the  suffering 
resulting  from  bronchitis  could  be  alleviated. 
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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES 


In  circular  28/62  the  Ministry  of  Health  states  that  the  Minister 
was  ready  to  approve  under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  the  making  of  arrangements  with  water  under- 
takers for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water  supplies  which  are 
deficient  in  it  naturally.  The  Minister  would  be  willing,  where 
appropriate  to  approve  arrangements  covering  only  parts  of  an 
Authority’s  area.  The  Minister’s  approval  of  the  arrangements 
will  enable  authorities,  if  they  so  wish,  to  meet  the  cost  of  expen- 
diture under  Section  28. 

In  April,  1961,  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  came  into 
operation. 

The  water  supplied  to  this  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

The  following  report  has  been  received  from  the  Board’s 
Engineer  and  General  Manager  : 

Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into  supply. 
As  all  water  is  treated,  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment.  A total  of  131  bacteriological,  13  chemical  and  75pH 
samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points  in 
Belper  Urban  District.  The  results  of  a chemical  analysis  are 
attached. 

Only  the  proportion  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  Under  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Act,  1899,  water  supplied  by  the  Board  is 
required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention  of  such  action 
before  the  water  is  delivered  to  any  of  the  constituent  Undertakings. 

All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  CLEANSING 

SUPERINTENDENT  AND  HOUSING  MANAGER. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work 
carried  out  by  my  Department  during  the  year  1962. 

Once  again  staffing  problems  arose,  this  time  on  the  clerical 
side.  Mrs.  V.  Power,  who  had  been  an  excellent  clerk  and  efficient 
member  of  the  Department  retired  for  personal  domestic  reasons 
in  August  1962  and  Mrs.  O.  Harrison  was  appointed  in  September, 
1962.  If  the  tables  of  work  in  this  report  are  studied,  it  must  be 
obvious  that  a Shorthand  Typist/Clerk  has  really  more  than  one 
person  can  cope  with,  and  when  the  only  member  of  the  clerical 
staff  leaves,  the  office  side  becomes  chaotic.  Apart  from  this, 
during  Annual  leave  and  sickness  periods,  there  were  a number  of 
occasions  when  the  Health  Department  Office  had  to  be  closed  and 
messages  were  taken  in  the  Clerk  of  the  Councils  General  Office. 
With  increased  legislation,  it  is  more  vital  than  ever  that  a junior 
should  be  employed,  additional  to  the  present  staff. 

During  the  year,  2,629  members  of  the  public  made  enquiries 
at  the  Health  Department  for  help  and  advice. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  again  presented  many  problems. 
Breakdowns  of  refuse  vehicles  and  difficulty  in  obtaining  regular 
refuse  collectors,  plus  a rapidly  increasing  number  of  new  private 
houses  caused  interruption  in  the  service  and  complaints  about 
refuse  collection  were  inevitable.  A Bristol  tractor  was  purchased 
and  is  used  full  time  on  the  Wyver  Lane  Tip.  This,  although  ad- 
mittedly costly,  has  proved  to  be  a necessity  and  refuse  is  now 
disposed  of  in  a hygenic  and  controlled  manner,  properly  covered 
with  soil  and  consolidated  with  tracking. 

This  year  the  Council  have  decided  to  purchase  a third  refuse 
vehicle.  Although  delivery  cannot  be  effected  until  the  Spring 
of  next  year,  I am  hoping  this  will  go  a tremendous  way  to  solving 
our  collection  problems  and  will  certainly  ease  the  constant  worry 
of  a vehicle  breaking  down  and  creating  disorganisation  in  the 
service. 

The  amount  of  Salvage  decreased  this  year.  This  was  due  to 
a number  of  reasons,  increased  wages,  transport  costs  and  increased 
general  costs,  without  a proportionate  increase  in  the  price  per  ton 
of  waste  paper,  reduced  prices  for  rags  and  tins,  meant  that  a salvage 
bonus  could  not  be  paid  to  the  collectors,  who  in  turn  did  not  have 
an  incentive  for  salvage  collection. 
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The  result  of  these  circumstances  showed  a loss  of  £33  on  the 
financial  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  greatest  proportion  of 
this  salvage  would  have  to  be  collected  and  disposed  of  as  refuse  in 
any  case,  this  loss  is  not  serious,  but  if  the  Board  Manufacturers 
wish  to  continue  to  receive  waste  paper  in  the  same  quantity  in 
future,  they  must  consider  the  economic  position  of  Local  Au- 
thorities. 

A total  of  3,703  carcases  of  animals  Slaughtered  for  human 
consumption  were  examined.  The  fact  that  more  than  7 cwts.  of 
meat  was  condemned  as  unfit  and  4 cwts.  of  other  foods  from  Shops 
in  the  area,  shows  how  vital  this  section  of  Public  Health  work  is 
to  the  community. 

A daily  analysis  of  the  air  we  breathe  is  recorded  on  scientific 
instruments  and  this  year  an  interesting  section  has  been  added, 
showing  Deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia.  Whilst 
air  pollution  is  not  the  only  cause  of  death  in  these  cases,  there 
would  appear  to  be  a direct  connection  between  the  two. 

Housing  applications  show  a reduction  of  4 within  the  Urban 
District  and  16  outside  the  area,  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  applicants  outside  the  area 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Housing  Committee  considered  each 
case  on  merit  and  reduced  the  number  to  6. 

Generally  speaking,  in  spite  of  the  number  of  houses  let  by  the 
Council,  during  the  year,  the  number  of  applicants  remains  un- 
changed, the  difference  being  that  the  present  applications  are  of 
shorter  waiting  duration.  The  Council  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
consideration  of  homes  for  elderly  people  and  in  my  opion,  this  is 
the  core  of  the  housing  problem  in  this  area. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  Officers  for  their  co- 
operation and  not  least  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Mrs.  Harrison  for  their  loyalty  and  diligence  to  duty.

The  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
is  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  O.B.E., 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  the  County  Analyst,  informs  me  that  81  samples 
including  20  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area 
of  the  Belper  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year  1962. 

All  the  milk  samples  were  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of 
one  bottle  of  Pasteurised  Milk,  which  contained  a mixture  of 
atmospheric  dust,  sand  and  particles  similar  to  coal  dust.  The 
Dairy  Company  concerned  was  cautioned. 

Specimens  of  Cake  and  Pastry  alleged  to  be  contaminated  by 
oil  fumes  from  a nearby  factory  were  examined,  but  no  evidence 
of  contamination  could  be  found. 

Two  samples  of  Ice  Cream,  one  formal  and  one  informal  from 
the  same  vendor,  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  solids.  This 
failure  was  dealt  with  by  caution  notice. 

All  other  samples  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory.

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GENERAL. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  Council  maintain  a daily  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
volumetric  apparatus  on  which  daily  concentrations  of  smoke  and 
S02  in  the  atmosphere  are  calculated.  Below  is  a table  showing  the 
average  monthly  concentrations  related  to  the  number  of  deaths 
of  residents  (as  opposed  to  total  deaths)  of  the  town  from  Bronchitis 
or  Broncho-Pneumonia. 

The  large  works  in  the  town  close  down  at  the  beginning  of 
August  and  it  can  be  seen  from  the  table  the  general  level  of  in- 
dustrial pollution  which  at  the  outside  would  contribute  to  ap- 
proximately 105  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre.  It  is  apparent, 
therefore,  that  during  the  Winter  months  the  high  degree  of  pollution 
is  due,  in  the  main,  to  domestic  property. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  approximately  1 month  after  a 
high  rate  of  pollution  the  number  of  deaths  increase.  Records  are 
sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and 
this  town  is  included  in  phase  1 of  a national  survey  of  air  pollution. 

The  Public  Health  Chairman  is  an  Executive  member  of  the 
East  Midlands  Divisional  Committee  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air  which  receives  the  support  of  this  Council.

Only  if  a 
chimney  is  seen  to  be  emitting  smoke  in  abnormal  quantities  is  an 
actual  recorded  observation  made  and  this  is  followed  up  where 
necessary  with  a visit  to  the  factory  concerned.
